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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Kobayashi et al lacks a pad 
falling off prevention poriton for preventing the friciton pads from falling off the caliper support arms. Please note that applicant does not 
claim what direciton that the pad falling off prevention portions prevent the pads from falling in. Furhter, applicant does not state when the 
pad falling off prevention portions work, ie during replacement or durring brake opeation. Please note that the examiner maintains that the 
device of Kobayashi teaches a pad falling off prevention portion because it holds and guides the ears of the pads. When the pad is slide in 
the retainer 31 in contact with the spring 32a, the pushing force of the spring 32a in addition to the guide poritons, prevent the pads ears 
from flipping to the side wherein the friciton face would be parallel with the axle of a conventional vehicle. . 
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
